Report from Calcutta — Transactions of service — Cholera, plague, and 
smallpox — Plague in India and Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Allan reports, March 31 and April 8: 

Week ended March 27. No transactions. 

Week ended April 3. Bill of health issued to the steamship Kahinga, 
boimd for Philadelphia and New York with a total crew of 63, and to 
the steamship African Prince, bound for Boston and New York with 
a total crew of 30 and 6 passengers. The usual precautions were 
taken, holds fumigated, rat guards placed on wharf lines, and Asiatics' 
effects disinfected. The crew shipped in Calcutta in the steamship 
Kahinga were vaccinated. 

Week ended March 27. At Calcutta, 143 deaths from cholera, 61 
from plague, and 446 from smallpox; in Bengal, 466 cases and 412 
deaths from plague; in India, 6,059 cases and 5,035 deaths from 
plague.

Volturino, 11; Ortonova (Foggia), 19; Pagani (Salerno), 4.

Passed Assistant Surgeon Gumming reports : 

Number of emigrants per steamship Shirmno Maru for Seattle April 
14 held for observation 10. 

Per steamship Tenyo Mam April 17 : For Honolulu, held for obser- 
vation 2; for San Francisco, rejected 2, held for observation 3. 

Of these rejections and detentions all but 1 were for trachoma. 

Report from Kobe — Inspection of vessels — Examination and disinfection 
of emigrants — Plague in vicinity of Kobe — Care of lepers. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Knight reports April 8 : 

During the week ended April 3 supplemental bills of health were 
granted to 4 steamships and original bill of health was granted to 1 
steamship. 

There were inspected 113 members of crew and 992 steerage pas- 
sengers. Fifty-two members of crews and 24 steerage passengers were 
bathed and disinfected. Their effects were disinfected by steam. The 
number of pieces of baggage steamed was 187 and of bedding 48. 
Manifests were visaed For 36,734 pieces of freight, amounting to 
3,486 tons. 

Emigrants were examined as follows: 

Steamship Mongolia for Honolulu, passed 23, recommended for 
rejection 11; steamship Mongolia for San Francisco, passed 1, recom- 
mended for rejection 2.
